MEDIUM: SHOWS 
HE QUITS CHAIR 


Electricity Exposes 
Psychic Phantoms. 


New York, May 28.—([Special.]—The 
neatest bit of ultra-scientific detective 
,work ever brought to bear upon phe- 
nomena which were supposed to have 
their origin in the spirit world was 
disclosed today when investigators for 
the Scientific American revealed the 
methods by which a “medium” had 
been exposed at seances held in their 
offices. 

Delicate electrical devices were used 
to record the movements of the me 
dium and to show that-the “ psychic 
phenomena” which he brought about 
were ev.dent only when he was mov- 
ing about the room. 

The editors of the Scientific Ameri- 
can had gone into these seances in the 
hope that something genuine might 
come out of them. They had heard 
that the medium, George Valentine of 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., had produced phe 
nomena which had convinced many 
persons, who were sure they had had 


‘communion With the spirit world. 


Considered/Great Medium. 

“If all we hear about this- man is 
true, he is one of the best mediums in 
the country,” said J. Malcolm Bird, as- 
| sociate @@itor of the Scientific Amert-

Valenting was age by delicate 
electricai appliances, s y con- 
cealed that he did not * of their 
existence, and only suspected after an 
hour of the last seance had passed 
that something was being recorded 
which would expose fim. ‘Dictographs. 
lights connected with his chair, and 
two stenographers furnished a record 
of what went on in the seance room 
that was proof of the material origin 
of the phenomena. 

Darkgess and Silence. 

There was nothing lacking in the 
atmosphere of the seances to ‘make 
them convincing. They were con- 
ducted in absolute darkness, an essen- 
tial to all seances. The reasons for it 
in the case of mediums like Valentine 
became more and more evident as the 
seances proceeded. 

Vaientine sat in the middle of a 
eircle of chairs in which were the ob- 
servers, among them men associated 
with the magazine, Dr. Walter F. 
Prince, Houdini, and others. On two 
occasions @ woman was present. At 
Valentine’s right sat Richard Worrell, 
also of Wilkesbarre, his friend. There 
were indications at times that Worrell 
knew something of what was going on. 

The medium and the observers sat 
in their shirt sleeves because of the 
warmth of the locked room, the win- 
dows and doors of which were covered 
to exclude the light. When the lights 
were turned off it was so dark a hand 
held in front of the eyés, brushing the 
face, could not be distinguished. The 
darkness was absolute, profound, dis- 
concerting. 

Luminous, Delusive Paint. 

In front of Valentine were two long 
metallic horns, about five inches wide 
at the mouth. They were upright at 
the beginning of the seance, and one 
of them could be distinguished in the 
darkness by a band o# luminous paint 
about it. That, paint was the cause 
of many optical Mlusions. 

The seances began with prayer and 
hymns. The seances generally opened 
with the voice of “Dr. Barnett,” a 
departed chemist, who asked for pa- 
tience. After he had announced his 
presence in a faint rumbling from a 
horn, there was apt to be a long pe- 
riod of silence before the uncanny 
touches on the knees and arms began 
—touches which were intended to an- 
nounce the presence of “spirits.” It

FORU. S. SHIPS IN - 
INFORMAL OFFER 


Washington, D. C., May 28.—(Spe- 
cial.J—The United States shipping 
board today received an informal offer 
of a billion dollars for the whole of 
the active portion of the government 
merchant fleet. 

The offer was in writing’ and was 
delivered by a man who called at the 
offices of the’ board and delivered it 
as coming from an unnamed syndicz ie. 
The informal offer contemplated that 
the fleet if it was sold by the govern- 
ment to the syndicate for $1,000,000,- 
000, would be paid at the rate of $59,- 
000,000 a year, the first payment to be 
made on Oct. 1. 

On its face the bid is; regarded as 
being anything but. serious. If the 
shipping board were able to sell all 
the ships it now has, good, bad, and 
indifferent, at the world’s market price, 
which is about $30 a ton, it would not 
get more than about $350,000,000 for 
the whole fleet. The fact of the matter 
is that if the board'received a bona 
fide offer of $350,000,000 it would jump 
at it. 

Twenty other bids were made to the 
board, only eight of which were in suf- 
ficiently definite form to justify fur- 
ther proceedings.

GERMANS REFUSE TO 
PAY PRICE FOR AID 
BY HER MONEY KINGS

Bidens 0 eve May 28.—Signed by the 
coal king, Hugo Stinnes; the iron king, 


Siemen, and countless other wealthy 
members of the National Association 
of German Industries, the proposals to 
help the government pay reparations 
to the extent of 200,000,000 gold marks 
($50,000,000) annually for thirty years 
were made public today. 

By mortgaging 50 per cent of their 
real estate at today’s cash value, the 
industrialists say they can guarantee 
the annual payments of 200,000,000 
gold marks. In exchange they demand 
a series of exemptions and privileges 
which political leaders declare is far 
too high a price for the sum offered. 

The Socialists declare Herr Stinnes 
and his associates put profits before 
their country every time, They sug- 
gest that the government make the big 
industries pay their legal taxes and 
reparations would be a long way. to- 
wards settlement. 

The new German offer to the allies 
as now being framed will say that 15,- 
000,000,000 gold marks ($3,750,000,000) 
shall be paid within thirty-five years. 


| This sum will be guaranteed by the 


alcohol, tobacco and railway monopo- 
lies of Germany. The balance of the 
30,000,000 gold marks ($7,500,000) which 
again will be offered, must come from 
an international loan.

De Valera and Aitken 


Sign Peace.

DUBLIN, May 28. — [Tribune Ra- 
dio.}—Eamon DéValera has made an 
advance toward peace as shown by 
documents found on recently arrested 
irregulars and now published by the 
Free state government. 


One is an order of the day by Eamon 
DeValera and another is addressed to 
all in the ranks by Frank Aitken, chief 
of staff. Mr. DeValera confesses that 
the game is up and the question of 
military victory must be allowed to 
rest for a moment with “those who 
have destroyed the republic.” 


“Other Means” Leoked to. 


He adds: “Other means must be 
sought to safeguard the nation’s 
right. Further ‘sacrifice would be in 
vain. A continuance of the struggle 
in arms is unwise in the national in- 
terests. The'republic can no longer be 
successfully defended by your arn.” 
Mr. DeValera urges, “Do not let 
your sorrow overwhelm you. Your ef- 
forts, sacrifices, and dead comrades in 
this forlorn hope will surely bear fruit. 
Laying aside your arms now is an 
act of patriotism, as pure as taking 
them up.” 


Order to Dump Arms. 


Mr. Aitken in his message orders 
that all arms be dumped because for- 
eign and domestic enemies for the 
moment prevail. But the enmies have 
not won, Mr. Aitken adds. “Our en- 
emies have demanded our arms, Our 
answer was to take wp arms to free 
our country, and we will keep them 
until we see an honorable way of 
reaching our objective without arms.” 

Mr. Aitken concludes by saying that 
there are trying times ahead for the 
faithful soldiers of Ireland.

Samuel Rea, president of the Penn- 
sylvania railway, appearing before the 
United States Railroad Labor board 
here, yesterday served emphatic notice 


that, labor board orders notwithstand- 
ing, the road will insist upon “the in- 
alienable and fundamental right to 
deal directly ” with its employés, thus 
denying, when so inclined, the right 
of unions to represent the men. 

Reports that lawsuits involving mil- 
lions would be filed against the Penn- 
sylvania on behalf of thousands of its 
employés were revived by the day’s de- 
velopments. These would be based on 
the contention that the carrier, 
through various subterfuges and ille- 
gal acts, has arbitrarily changed work- 
ing conditions and pay scales. 

Hooper Prepares “ Rebuke.” 

Within fifteen minutes after Presi- 
dent Rea left the board room, Ben 
W. Hooper, chairman of the board, 
was reported engaged in dictating a 
public rebuke which the federal arbi- 
tration body as a whole is expected to 
sanction as thes#sonly *penalty it can 
inflict upon the defiant carrier. 

In handing down this decision, the 
labor board probably will write “ finis,” 
so far as legal aspects go, to a feud 
that has existed between it and the 
Pennsylvania for about two years. 

The point at issue has been the au- 
thority of the labor board to prescribe 
the manner in which the carrier selects 
employés’ representatives. Originally 
it was raised by the federated shop 
crafts, which showed the Pennsylvania 
had refused to allow names of these 
organizations place*on the ballot upon 
which the company’s shopmen voted 
for representatives to deal with the car- 
rier as to wages, working conditions, 
and the like. 


Former Order Ignored. 


The Pennsylvania ignored a labor 
board order directing it to hold an elec- 
tion giving the union chance for selec- 
tion, and when the board was on the 
point of issuing the public rebuke now 
impending, counsel for the road ob- 
tained a restraining order in the United 
States District court here, which some 
months later was permanently entered 
by Federal Judge George T. Page. 

However, this decision met with re- 
versal by the Court of Appeals, and a 
few weeks ago the United States Su- 
preme court held the labor board had 
jurisdiction of the matter in dispute. 

This was a cue for the Brotherhood 
of Railway and Steamship ‘Clerks, 
Freight Handlers and Express and Sta- 
tion Employés, which promptly filed 
with the labor board a complaint simi- 
lar to that lodged by the shop crafts. 

It was on complaint of the clerks’ 
union that Mr. Rea- appeared before 
the board, after having refused to have 
represented when 
the case was called by thé labor board 
a week ago. 

Flanked by E. T. Whiter, vice presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania in charge of 
the northwest region, and E. H. Sen- 
neff, general counsel’for the road, Mr. 
Rea came into the hearing room about 
five minutes after the board. meeting 
had been called to order.

As a rule those who are sub- 
ject to this form of hay fever 
that is, the early spring or tree type—are 
but mildly sick, Many of them are sick 
for two weeks or even for less than one 
week.

Next comes the better known spring or 
early summer hay fever, which is known 
to many as rose cold. It may étart in 
May and may last until July. It is due 
to grass pollen. 
The third type is the August or late 
summer type. It generally starts around 
Aug. 1. It is due to the pollen of weeds. 
In most parts of the United States noth- 


and the first of the year, and it is during 
this season that there is little hay fever. 
The pollens which cause hay fever are 
those which are wind borne. The large, 
heavy pollens, those which are sticky 
and those which are transported only by 
insects, do not cause hay fever except 
with the few susceptible people who are 
compelled to work submerged in the 
milieu of the offending plants.

The more prominent trees which cause 
tree hay fever in. the different sections 
are as folloWs: 
New HEngland—Willow, poplar, and ma- 
ple. Pines and willows are commonly in- 
sect fertilized, but they produce such an 
excess of pollen that the air at the height 
of the season may contain considerable. 
The Pacific slope-—The alders, white 
birch, black walnut, sycamores,‘ cotton- 
wood, and other poplars. 
Arizona—Cottonwood and Arizona ash. 
Parts of Texas—Mountain cedar. 
Remainder of the United States—Cot- 
ténwood, elms, swamp poplar, the aspens, 
black willow, white ash, and box elder. 
It is too late to vaccinate against tree 
pollen hay fever this year. That must be 
begun somewhere between Thanksgiving 


late to begin “Vaccinating against the 
grass hay fevers. Those susceptible to 
that form of trouble should begin treat- 
ment somewhere between New Year’s day 
and St. Patrick’s day. Vaccination for 
hose susceptible to weed hay fever should 
be begun between St. Patrick’s day and 
Decoration day.

THERMOS BOTTLES AND MILE. 

A. P. KE writes: I note the reference 
to the danger in keeping a baby’s milk 
warm in a thermos bottle. It may help 
the mother whose inquiry you answered, 
and possibly others, to know that, while 
the milk itself must be kept cold for 
safety, a thermos bottle may help in 
warming it. 

When my baby needed warm milk at 
night and we slept in a cold room I 
used to take the bottle of cold milk up- 
stairs and keep it on a chair by the 
bed with a tin quart measure and put 
under the covers a thermos bottle or 
two, filled with hot water. 

When it came tige for feeding I 
reached out and poured the hot water 
into the quart measure and set the bottle 
of milk cautiously (so that it would not 
break with sudden heating) into the hot 
water. If it had not been too mear 
freezing before, this warmed in a few 
moments; and, as baby was in a basket 
on the other side, I did not even leave 
my warm bed.

The shareholders of the Chicago Rail-

dend in six years. The money they have 
in the traction properties returns them 
nothing. Instead of receiving anything 
for helping to furnish the people of Chi- 
cago transportation they are suffering a 
loss. Their capital is earning nothing, 
but instead is being used to sweep 

“streets, build pavements for the city, and 
to pay into the traction fund 55 per cant 
of the net profits, leaving nothing for 
them, Since the ordinances under 
the companies are operating were pay 
they have paid to the city over $2238,- 
000. In the last five years they have at 
aside to be paid to the city $8,581,008 

The talk of “ traction barons” is bunk. 
The only barons are the stockheiders who 
have put their money in the property on 
which they are receiving nothing and the 
investors who purchased bonds at 97 and 
find them now shrunk in price te around 
80. The preceeds of these sales have not 
gone to enrich any barons but to proviée 
tracks and cars for sverybody’s benefit , 

Meanwhile, speaking of fares, nothing 
is said about the 10 cent cash fares of 
the elevated, a 100 per cent increaseover 
pre-war rates. ‘The surface lines have 
an increase of 40 per cent. Also busses 
are licensed to charge 10 centa They 
pave no streets, pay nothing to the city, 
and.use the best thoroughfares Without 
cost. .

Five Chicago men dominate the 
world’s egg market, according to a 
statement of Aaron Sapiro, counsel for 
the American Farm Bureau federation, 
at the women's meeting. He said that 
the pooling plan now being started by 
the egg producers would save consum- 
ers from 5 to 10 cents a dozen and 
triple profits for the flock owners.

Infielders were hurried into commit- 
ting errors lest Ty beat out a grounder 
or bunt. Outfielders could not fondle 
the sphere or Ty would scurry ahead

way. He pulled throws and he took 
chances with more than an average of 
success. 

In those days Ty was supposed to 
possess a temperament.

He slid into bases with spikes 
aloft on the theory that he was entitled 
to the base path, He might even throw 
his bat at a pitcher he thought was 
feeding him a “ bean ball.” Sometimes 
fisticuffs resulted. Ty often was in 
trouble. Off the field, he was affable 
to those he knew. . 

From this start, Cobb finally ac 
cepted place in the managerial ranks.
